The mine of such 
consultation lies -.In bringing to the attention of project ease officers , 
directing the tusineeu and tritell igorure affairs of cosaareial pro- 
prietaries , problaas hawing oirecc or indirect legal econo tat ion j which 
might otherwise he overlooked or inadequately considered. Although 
in sows instances the Office of General Counsel is set able to 
indicate epeeific answers to questions of foreign law, in mst cases 
the suggestion of the prbblaa carries a clue to solution and advance 
notice will enable the Office of General Couneel itself to provide 
the desired infcrsation where sources axe available or. where indigenous 
counsel met be consulted, to evaluate the advise rendered in relation 
to headquarters planning. 

The Office of General Counsel has, of course, so facility fear 
determining the manor in which advice rendered has been followed. 

The saae situation prevails in the private practice of law where a 
client ignores or acts contrary to the advice of his counsel . Xn 
this Agency, the burden falls in most instances upon project ease 
officers. Potential gain free careful consideration of legal ques- 
tions nay include, in part, greater operational security, greater 
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control and greater livelihood of safeguarding Agency interests 
and investment®. 

In the replies examined to date, one feature deserts special 
mention. Agreements , verbal and written, have of necessity been 
msdo on frequent ocean loss In the field .
